On his recommendation Con- 


gress has provided for a commission 
to investigate and report on the reg- 
ulation of the issuance of stock and 
bonds by public service corporations 
in interstate commerce. He has advo- 
cated a new system of appropriations 
for river and harbor improvements, 
under which item, after investigation 
by experts, shall be approved and 
carried to completion as a separate 
measure.
